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Beef Cattle Breedina—Glimpse of Future 


The Beef Cattle business has 
gone through its worst. From now 
on there should be a steady im- 
provement. Statistics point to the 
fact that in all likelihood there will be a steady rise in price and an 
improved market for beef cattle from now until at least 1930. At 
about this time, the peak will be reached. The trade and prices of 
1930 will last for several years at least if past experiences are 
worth anything. It is not meant by this that we will have old time 
booms, but rather the whole beef cattle trade will be on a prosper- 
ous, sound and safe money making basis. Men who go into beef 
cattle now, will be on a producing basis with young stock to sell 
by around 1930, when things are at their best. A lot of people how- 
ever, will wait until the peak years before they go in. Their buy- 
ing will keep the trade up for several years. Their herds will not 
be producing fully and they will not have young stock to sell until 
around 1934 to 1938. There will be good trade until this time at 
least. This is the line of figuring of market experts. It is based 
on the occurrences of trade for a generation. It is encouraging. 
The moral is for people to start their new herds and improve their 
present herds during the next few years if possible. 

Human nature is peculiar. We are all alike. We like to go 
with the crowds. If the crowd is enthusiastic and keen, so are we 
and we will buy with them. If the crowd is pessimistic and the 
trade dull, we are also. Very few people will buy on a hunch when 
things are cheap and easy to get. They usually wait until prices are 
high and exciting, when they will buy on the strength of these high 
prices holding up.

live up to this? It is quite a common thing to find in our bes 
herds, wonderful old cows, with the younger cows produced from 
these old cows, quite plain looking in comparison. 


This question of Families and line-bred families, has been , 


delicate subject to write on in the past. The Escher & Ryan sale 
recently of Earl Marshall’s sons, demonstrated the trend of the 
times. Everybody was looking for sons of this great bull to hea 
their herds. It did not seem 
to make any difference what 
family the bulls belonged ty, 


derful chance now to start 
and stick to genuine common 
sense in handling their cattle 
breeding operations. We have 
all been too much inclined to 
restrict our breeding opera- 
tions to too few lines of 
breeding. This has been done, 
not on account of better in- 
dividual cattle, but rather as 
sort of a craze. It has re- 
sulted in people over empha- 
sizing lines of breeding of 
their cattle and neglecting 
the individuality of the bulls 
at the head of their herds and 
the bulls in their pedigrees. 
They have line bred their 
bulls and cows accordingly to 
family, rather than line 
breeding them according to 
individuality. They wanted 
Line-bred Ericas for instance, 
instead of line-bred Black 
Woodlawns, or Earl Mar- 
shalls, or other great sires of 
the breed. Good females 
have been sold at unheard of 
prices, when good bulls at the 
same time, have gone beg- 
ging for a market. Msg 
Line breeding or in- 
breeding is safe only in a 
small number of cases. Concentration of the blood of our best bulls 
into our herds is good tactics however. It is much more important 
to cattledom to get for instance, an Erica pedigree, topped with an 
outstanding son or grandson of say, Blackcap Revolution, than it 
is to get it topped with an Erica bull, whose veins do not contain 
any of the blood of such a great sire. Let us concentrate on the 
sires from now on. Let us talk about line bred Earl Marshalls, in- 
stead of line bred Blackcaps, or line bred Baden Lads, instead of 
line bred Ericas. Every thinking breeder down in his heart knows 
that this is the right thing to do. The family craze as it was grad- 
ually worked up to, was never intended, or planned by anybody 
ahead. It just rushed on with the boom and Breeders had to line 
up whether they believed in it or not, in order to keep in the trade. 
Families such as Ericas and the Miss Burgess, are based on real 
accomplishments of these families. They are all right and sound 
and should be maintained. The idea is to let the females keep our 
families for us and top them off with outstanding bulls, from great 
sires, regardless of whether they are of the same family or not. 
This of course does not mean plain bred bulls with short pedigrees 
or plain cattle in their pedigrees. There are lots of families such as

as long as they were good in- 
dividually and sired by this 
great bull and from cows 
with good bulls in their peéi- 
grees. It is to be hoped that 
this marks the advent of a 
new day in Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle breeding methods. It 
will make it better and safer 
for everybody. Too many 


been sold out of our good 
herds and practically lost to 
the breed just because some- 
body told the owner he shoul 
onlv keep two or three lines 
of breeding. In many cases, 
wonderful Pride of Aberdeen 
cows with the best bulls in 
their pedigrees and genera 
tions of the work of ow 
greatest breeders, were soli 
at low prices and replaced by 
the so-called, “aristrocrats’ 
at high prices, which in many 
cases were ordinary indivit- 
uals, with comparatively 
plain bulls in their pedigrees. 
The greatest American breed- 
er of all times, Mr. W. A. Me 
Henry, always used wher 
p possible, the best bulls ind: 
vidually he could get regardless of whether they were of similar 
family to his females or not. Let’s follow in his footsteps. He was 
successful enough in cattle production to satisfy any of us. If we 
could just equal or come near to equalling his record we would g° 
down in history as great Breeders.

Excelsior Marshall is another son of the 
great old bull, Earl Marshall and he has for 
dam the splendid old McHenry Erica cow 
Erica McHenry 54th, a real cow and a pro- 
ducer of real calves. This bull is of the 
shorter, thicker, lower-to-the-ground type, 
splendid lines. John Brown says “he is just 
exactly what we needed in our business for 
we had planned to get out one of the best 
show herds to be found next season.” When 
“Johnny” Brown falls in love with a bull, 
it is safe to bet that he is some bull, for it 
was John who guided the great McHenry 
herd to its uppermost position. 

If you like the “baby calves” just stop and 
take a good look at this one. Even Marshall 
J. a July 1924 Erica whose pedigree is so 
filled with outstanding bulls that there is 
scarcely room for more. He is sired by Ear] 
Marshall J by Earl Marshall, his grandam 
Elisena is the dam of Espoir Marshall, the 
reserve grand champion: of 1921. Nice 
straight lines and all bull from the jump. He 
must not be overlooked. And there is an- 
other little fellow by the same sire and out 
of Elapis of Mahaska. 

Blackcap Eston J. 369031, a McHenry 
Blackeap by Black Peeler by Blackcap Poe. 
Black Peeler’s dam is Blackbird McHenry 
124th by Glenfoil Thickset 2d. Blackcap Es- 
ton J’s dam Blackcap Empress 20th is by Es- 
ton of Denison and her dam is Blackcap Mc- 
Henry 104th. McHenry bred on both sides. 
This is a real bull, exceptionally deep, strong 
of heart, wide, straight lines both top and 
bottom, shortest neck ever built on a bull, 
very wide short head, gentle as a kitten. 
Good at the shoulder and at the quarters. 
These bulls are all good at the tail head. 

Then there is old Black Peeler himself sire 
of most of the Blackeap heifers and many 
of the good cows are rebred to him. Heis a 
real breeding bull, a tried sire that should 
find a good home where he will have an op- 
portunity to carry on. 

Evening Eric, the smooth voung show bull 
that stood fifth in class at the last Interna- 
tional is an Eisa of the richest breeding of 
Geo. M. Grant. He is deeply rooted in the 
best from Ballindalloch. His dam Evening 
Eric is by Eric of Bywell by the Juana bull 
Juan Eric bred by J. Ernest Kerr and sired 
by Elect of Ballin ‘alloch, while her dam has 
for grandsire the great old country bull Ju- 
ba of Ballindalloch. Evening Eriec’s grand- 
sire is Eston of Denison and his sire’s grand- 
sive is Earl Erie of Ballindalloch. He is 
worthy of his royal breeding, good at every 
point, a real prospect. 

Ersus Enlate a January 1924 Eisa Erica 
bull also rich in Ballindalloch breeding has 
for grandsires Eston of Denison on the pa- 
ternal side and Enlate on the maternal side. 
Earl Erie of Ballindalloch has a predomin- 
ating influence here; Black Woodlawn and 
Erwin C also dip in to tell the reason why 
this should be a great bull at maturity. He 
is typey and quite a good youngster.

ness of this association. A new set of officers were elected for the 
ensuing year by re-electing the men who were on the verge of re- 
tiring to their respective former positions.

Zaire 15th was a winner at the St. Louis 
World’s Fair, while his maternal grandsire 
was Abbottsford, first prize winner at Ohio 
State Fair 1893. 

Delamere was a Highland Society winner 
in 1901, his sire Enthusiast of Ballindalloch 
won first at Highland Society in 1894. Del- 
amere was also the grandsire of Imported 
Earl Eric of Ballindalloch first at Perth in 
1906, and great-grandsire of Imp. Eurotas 
of Finlarig, first at Perth in 1909. Beau 
Blackbird was by Zaire 15th mentioned 
above. 

Bell’s Eclipser, won first at the 1896 New 
York State Fair, and he was by Moon Eclip- 
ser, many times champion in 1891, 1892, 
1893 and 1894, he was by Rugby, a Highland 
Society winner of 1885, and winner the next 
year at all American shows where exhibited.

The average housewife of today may be 
familiar with only a very few cuts of meat 
as revealed by a recent Government survey, 
but Mrs. Housewife of the future is to be far 
better equipped in this behalf if the Nation- 
al Live Stock and Meat Board has its way. 

Results of the survey, which was conduct- 
ed by the U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
have prompted the Board to launch a new 
project of meat education among high school 
students of home economics, says a state- 
ment issued today by the organization’s 
headquarters here. This project will be 
known as the Second National Meat Story 
Contest, full particulars concerning which 
will be in the hands of high school home 
economics instructors and their students in 
the very near future. 

The first contest of this sort was held dur- 
ing the Spring of last year in co-operation 
with the home economics departments of the 
nation’s high schools. The Board explains 
the initial effort as being for the purpose of 
stimulating the study of meat through of- 
fering an incentive for the student to write 
upon this subiect. The new contest is a con- 
tinuance of the original idea, the need for 
which has been accentuated by the findings 
of Government investigators. 

The Board points out that home economics 
instructors in all parts of the country heart- 
ily endorsed the first contest as an aid to 
education and many urged that further work 
be done along this line. It is said that ap- 
proximately 12,000 high school girls repre- 
senting every state in the Union competed 
and it is expected that a much larger num- 
ber will become interested in the present 
event. Dr. Louise Stanley, Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Home Economics, U. S. Department 
of Agriculture, served as Chairman of the 
judging committee in the first contest. 

The incentive for students to enter is of- 
fered in the form of cash prizes totaling 
$2,500, the National Championship prize be- 
ing $300. Awards will be made in every 
state. 


Highest Since Last Spring. 

Among the heavy steers on the Chicago 
market on January 13th was a load of 1457 
pound prime long-fed Aberdeen-Angus 
steers from the feed lot of B. F. Marbold, of 
Menard county, Illinois. They were said to 
be “as ripe as show steers” and pronounced 
the best heavy steers that had been on the 
Chicago market since last spring.

Am enclosing check for a year’s subscrip- 
tion to three of our recent customers. 
Among our sales lately was a bull to Lu- 
verne Thompson, of Truman, Minn. A thick 
Ballindalloch Blackbird to head his good 
herd of cattle. A 4th Branch bull to head 
the pure bred herd of Swingler Bros., of 
Madelia, and 10 heifers, mostly Blackbirds 
and a Blue Ribbon Blackbird bull to M. S. 
Bisbee of Madelia. This latter is a sheep- 
man who figures the present high price will 
attract too many into the sheep business 
and he is avoiding the crowd and getting 
ready for advanced beef cattle prices which 
he feels are surely coming. 

In checking our years business I found we 
had sold seven bunches of from two to ten 
head of females for foundation herds. Sev- 
en bulls to head pure bred herds and a num- 
ber to farmers and cattle feeders. 

Doesn’t sound so bad does it? 

We have found the first and most import- 
ant asset to be an outstanding herd bull and 
second, publicity thru showing at county 
fairs and local advertising. Nor is the calf 
club to be sneezed at. It ought to pay any 
breeder to sacrifice on one or two good 
calves each year for this work. 

We were very glad to hear of the reduced 
rates on cattle shipments and believe it will 
mean a lot of men supplementing the local 
work by more advertising in the breed pa- 
per and going after a wider market.

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Why Prices Should Be Good 


ook, a prominent old time feeder 
Pe fom was ao the Omaha market Jan- 
ary 13th and made the following remark 
according to the Journal Stockman: Cattle 
feeding operations showed a big decrease in 
Saunders county this winter. 
ry Daniels, of Battle Creek, Nebraska, 
is po man recently on the Omaha mar- 
ket with a load of steers who reports that 
cattle are not very plentiful in his section, 
hewever hogs are reported in large num- 
bers. He expressed the opinion that hog 
roduction would be cut down at least one- 
third for the coming season. 

“From what I can find out there is not 
anywhere near 50 per cent as many cattle 
being fed in our county as there was a year 
ago this time,” says H. G. Nahrastedte, an 
old time feeder from Gross, Nebraska, in 
the January 16th issue of the J ournal-Stock- 


man. 


“Our cattle are doing fine. * * * I think 
cattle will work up a little this year. We 
have had several inquiries for bulls this fall 
and winter, after we have all the calves in 
the feedlot as steers,” says M. D. Mills of 
the firm L. B. Mills & Son, New Providence, 
lowa. This same story is heralded from 
many quarters now. What will it be by the 
time buyers are really in the field for these

Mr. O. R. Petersohn, of Tingley, lowa, 
writes: “Two years ago Mr. C. D. Johnston, 
of this place, purchased the bull, Blackcap 
Black 8d 255513 from me to head his herd 
of grade cows. The following fall he pur- 
chased at the sale of the T. A. Stevenson 
herd several pure bred heifers to add to his 
herd. Early last fall (1924) he shipped a 
carload of Aberdeen-Angus baby beeves to 
Chicago where they brought $11.75 per hun- 
dred. We have in the feedlot now, thirty 
head of Aberdeen-Angus calves and year- 
lings, twenty-five of which are pure breds, 
most of them heifers. It really does not 
seem right to sell good breeding stock on 
the market but there is no demand for them 
as breeders. Or I should say no demand 
that has any profit and we cattlemen have 
sold at a loss until we are at a point where 
we have got to do otherwise.” In many 
instances this lack of demand is brought 
about through the lack of publicity. This is 
of course not always true but it is quite 
safe to say that in nine cases out of ten 
there are not a dozen men who know any- 
thing about the cattle that are for sale thus 
they are able to make purchases at or near 
market prices. This always works a hard- 
ship on the breeder. The Journal has been 
trying for years to emphasize the fact that 
advertising is just as essential as are the 
good cattle for the one can scarcely get 
along without the other. A small advertise- 
ment judiciously worded should create a de- 
mand.

The Sixth Annual Ogden Live Stock Show 
held at the Union Stock Yards, Ogden, 
Utah, from January 6-10 was fifty per cent 
larger than any live stock show ever before 
held in this section. Accommodations were 
crowded to the utmost this year. Already 
plans are underway to construct a $100,000 
Coliseum at Ogden before the next Annual 
event to be held at Ogden in January, 1926. 
This exposition building will resemble the 
general plan of the Pacific International 
Live Stock Exposition building at Portland, 
Oregon. 

A feature of the Sixth Annual Ogden 
Live Stock Show was the exhibits of inter- 
national champions from Chicago. H. O. 
Harrison,San Francisco, Calif., exhibited his 
1923 International grand champion $15,000 
Aberdeen-Angus bull, Blackcap Revolution. 
He also exhibited the 1924 International 
grand champion, Black Marshall 11th. Mrs. 
Minnie W. Miller, Salt Lake City, exhibited 
from her Thousand Springs Farm, Wendell, 
Idaho, the International Hampshire Wether 
champion. He was champion over all breeds 
at Ogden and sold for $1.05 per pound to 
the Owyhee Hotel, Boise, Idaho. This cham- 
pion will be served to the Idaho Woolgrow- 
ers at their convention in January. 

A feature of the closing day of the show 
was the Milk Maid’s Milking contest which 
attracted the attention of several thousand 
visitors. Mrs. Geo. Higley, of Ogden, won 
the beautiful silver trophy offered by the 
Ogden Live Stock Show to the champion 
milkmaid. She secured 12% pounds of milk 
from her cow in four minutes. 

Judges of National prominence judged the 
exhibits at Ogden.

More than 50,000 people crowded the al- 
leys and show barns during the five days of 
the show. L. F. Whitlock is general mana- 
eer of the Ogden Union Stockyards and the

Ogden is secretary of the Stock Show. 

One of the exhibitors had this to say: 
“The Sixth Annual Live Stock Show held at 
Ogden was a success in every way and too 
much cannot be said in praise of the man- 
agement of the show in regard to their 
thoughtful and courteous treatment of ex- 
hibitors.
